The first six railroads to report 
April net operating income showed 
a reduction of 23.1 per cent, from 
the like month of 1930, and of 42.3 
per cent from April, 1929, at the 
height of the boom. The Atlantic 
Coast line ordered only its regular 
semi-annual dividend of $3.50, 
omitting the usual extra of $1.50. 
The Louisville and Nashville cut 
its annual dividend rate from $7 
to $5 a share. The Maine Central 
reduced its yearly rate from $5 to 
$3. Bankers stated that many 
carrier stocks were selling at lev- 
els which discounted dividend re- 
ductions. 

Pressure Brought to Bear. 

The efforts of the carriers to 
maintain credit standing has re- 
sulted in a drastic curtailment of 
expenditures, which rail chiefs say 
will soon result in impairment of 
equipment and service. The steel 
industry, in particular among oth- 
ers, has felt the slump in railway 
equipment business. 

At this stage of the railway sit- 
uation, it was understood in Wall 
street that large holders of rail- 
way securities, such as savings 
banks and insurance cor panies be- 
gan to bring pressure to bear upon 
the railroads to increase their reve- 
nues to improve their credit stand- 
ing. The meeting of the railway 
executives followed, and it result- 
ed yesterday in their decision to 
ippeal to the Interstate Commerce 
(ommission to rant restoration of 
freight rates which, in the com- 
‘iission’s judgment, would protect 
the credit of the carriers. 

Ten Per Cent Considered. 

A committee was named to 
work out details of procedure in 
the effort to obtain higher rates. 
it was said the matter had not yet 
reached the point where the exec- 
utives were thinking in terms of 
percentage, but it was learned in 
usvally well informed quarters that 
they were fairly well agreed that if 
the railroads were able to increase 
their present gross income 10 per 
cent, it probably would carry them 
vver their difficulties. 

It is thought that the railroads 
do not hope to obtain all that they 
have lost in freight rate reductions 
since 1921. Their decline in reve- 
nue over the period of years from 
the high rates to the present car- 
rying charges, it is said, amounts 
to a grand total! of around $6,000,- 
000,000. It has been estimated that 
a 10 per cent rise would bring in 
annually revenue of more than 
$400,000,000. 

Opposition and Benefits. 

The railroads exnect the plan for 
higher freight rates to provoke 
“ome opposition in shipping circles, 
but are said to feel that the bene- 
‘its of an Increase would outweigh 
thig.

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DISAPPEARS FROM 
MAPLEWOOD BANK 


Loss Reported to Depos- 
itory’s Officers May 12 
After Currency. Was Hid- 
den in Vault. 


Afi investigation is under way 
into the disappearance of a pack- 
age containing $35,000 in curren- 
cy from the Bank of Maplewood 
& Trust Co., 7373 Manchester ave- 
nue. 

No trace of the money or in- 
dication of how it was removed 
have been found since the loss was 
reported to bank officers May 12. 

Charles D. Long, attorney for 
the bank, today said a thorough in- 
vestigation was being made and 
that the depository is fully insured 
against loss. 

“On May 7," Long said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “the bank 
placed an order with the Federal 
Reserve Bank for $57,000 in cash 
for delivery on Saturday, May 3, 
to cover requirements of the fol- 
lowing week, 

“The money arrived at the bank 
on Saturday morning in two pack- 
ages. It was checked in and veri- 
fied and then distributed in three 
packages, one of which, containing 
$35,000, according to the best in- 
formation obtainable, was put in a 
place of concealment in the money 
compartment of the vault of the 
bank. 

“The bank business of Saturday 
and the following week was trans- 
acted without the necessity of 
opening the $35,000 package, and, 
accordingly, the officers of the 
bank, on May 11, ordered its re- 
turn to the Federal Reserve Bank. 

In making up the shipment the 
following day about 10 o'clock in 
the morning, the package contain- 
ing the $35,000, made up in $50 
and $20 bills, could not be located. 
A search was immediately insti- 
tuted, and, so far, the search has 
failed to disclose the whereabouts 
of the package. 

“The bank is fully covered by 
insurance covering all forms of 
misplacement or other causes of 
loss, and claim has been presented 
to the insurance company. We 
believe it will be paid within a day 
or two. The bank, of course, will 
not suffer any loss. A further 
search is now in progress to de- 
termine the whereabouts of the 
$35,000 package.” 

The packages, Long explained, 
were taken from the Maplewood 
postoffice by John W. Medlen, 2003 
Alameda avenue, cashier of the 
bank. Accompanied by an escort 
of Maplewood policemen, he car- 
ried them to the bank. 

Here, the check was made by 

Assistant Cashier William H. Hell- 
wege, 7285 Gayola place, and the 
$35,000 package, for which there 
was no immediate need, was placed 
by him in one of a number of hid- 
ing places in the money vault. This 
was the last time it was reported 
seen. 
Department of Justice agents 
have been investigating because the 
bank is @ member of the Federal 
Reserve. Chief of Police Ryan of 
Maplewood said no report was 
made to him, but that he also 
would start an investigation. Coun- 
ty authorities were not notified.

He replied that his 
only knowledge “was from what 
Easley told him.” John G. Madden, 
Brunk’s attorney, objected ‘that the 
testimony was inadmissible because 
it was hearsay. Meredith urged 
that it was admissible under a con- 
spiracy charge as the statement of 
one of the conspirators. The Sen- 
ate voted to sustain Madden. 


Interest Figured Too Low. 

Testimony of employes of the 
bank late yesterday was that Brunk 
was a frequent visitor in the bank 
during the period of the existence 
of the Brunk rent account, but all 
said they never observed Brunk in 
what appeared to be secret conver- 
sations with Adams or Easley. 

Mrs. Catherine Gardner, book- 
keeper in the bank, testified that 
Brunk, Adams and Easley had been 
friends for a great many years, and 
that Brunk visited the bank every 
two or three weeks. Mrs. Gardner 
was the employe who reckoned the 
interest on the State’s deposit. She 
testified that on instructions from 
Easley she figured the interest at 
the rate of 2.75 per cent instead of 
at the contract rate of 2.98, though 
she said she had no knowledge that 
the higher rate was the contract 
rate at which it should have been 
figured. 

She testified that after making 
the interest calculation, she—in ac- 
cordance with orders from Easley 
—deducted an arbitrary amount 
each month, varying from $100 to 


$250, and remitted. the remainder 
to the State Treasurer, 

“When the first deduction was 
ordered, in January, 1929,” she 
testified, “I asked Mr. Easley 
whether it was regular. He said 
it was regular and all right, and 
he made the deduction himself, 
saying that if it were not al) right 
he wouldn’t do it.” 

Asked by Representative Carter 
whether at any time she became 
alarmed because of the deduction, 
she replied: “I did not become 
alarmed. After the first time I 
thought that if it was not objected 
to by the auditors at the State cap- 
ital, it would be al! right.” 

On cross-examination she said 
that under the Stephens adminis- 
tration, which preceded that of 
Brunk, there were. State accounts 
in the bank on which no interest 
was figured. She said that since 
the bank had been closed Easley 


,had told her that Brunk knew 


nothing about the special account. 


With “the Home Town Boy.” 

Mrs. Gardner elicited a smile 
from the, lawyers and spectators 
when.she related a conversation 
she had with J. E. Cahill, Deputy 
Finance Commissioner, after the 
bank closed. In discussing the sit- 
uation, she testified, she said to 
Cahill: “I thought if it was crooked, 
it would be stopped, but that if it 
was politics, Larry was a home 
town boy and I wanted him to get 
all he could.’’ 


‘On objection by Madden, this 
part of Mrs. Gardner’s testimony 
was struck out. 

Several letters written by Easley 
to Brunk were introduced to show 
close relationship between the two, 
and as indicating that Easley called 
on Brunk for questionable favors. 

In one Easley informed Brunk 
that two drafts on the State ac- 
count had been issued for the 
Mount Vernon sanitarium, adding: 
“Please see that these are held out 
plenty long.” 

In another letter at approximate- 
ly the same time, about April 1, 
1930, slightly more than two 
months before the bank closed, 
Easley wrote another letter, § in 
which he asked Brunk to ‘hold 
up” a draft on the State account, 
and also asked that no further 
drafts be made until about the mid- 
die of April. 


Expenses for Senators.

FROM OPEN PLARE 


Whether He Jumped From 
Cockpit or Lost His Bal- 
ance and Fell Is Not De- 
termined.

heart, might have raised himself 


to catch his breath and was swept 
overboard by the propellor blast. 
Jones said this was plausible. 
Two railroad workers, G. 8. 
Rogers and Dick Reese, told Jonés 
and newspapermen they saw Mills 
stand up in the cockpit and an 
instant later go overboard. Coron- 
er J. C. Henshaw of Trumbull 
County said Mills suffered internal 


injuries and fractures of the skuil, 
right wrist and left leg.

Directors of the First National 
Bank of Eldorado, Ill, were 
cleared of liability in the failure 
of the bank in a decision handed 
down yesterday by Federal Judge 


| Wham in East St. Louis. He found 


in their favor in a suit for $150,- 


| 000, institutea by the bank’s re- 


ceiver, L. M. Vance, who charged 
they were “guilty of common negli- 
gence and willful violations of their 
duties.” 

The bank failed in the fall of 
1925 and its president, erman 
Pelhank, was sentenced to five to 
seven years in the penitentiary for 
forgery and embezzlement, Direc- 
tors from whom the receiver sought 
to recover were T. G. Mitchell, W. 
W. Blankenship, R. S. Martin and 
Frank Johnson, : 

“The defendants were men of 
high standing, well informed, ex- 
perienced, successful and outstand- 
ing business men in their commun- 
ity,” Judge Wham said in his de- 
cision. 

“They faced from the first an 
incipient and growing business de- 
pression in their community, pre- 
senting problems in business and 
banking which ordinary foresight 
failed to solve and continuing to 
an extent, and producing results 
more grave than even the wisest 
could foresee. 

“The evidence fails to show that 
under these circumstances the de- 
fendants failed to exercise at least 
the ordinary care and diligence 
which the law requires of bank di- 
rectors and which th2y must have 
failed to use before they can be 
charged with liability.”

Origin of Red Cross. 

It was on June 24, 1859, that 
Jean Henri Dunant on a leisurely 
pleasure jaunt reached the hill of 
Solferino and came full upon a 10- 
mile battle line of 500,000 men. 
When the Austrian forces fell back 
after 15 hours, 40,000 dead and 
wounded strewed the hill. Dunant 
organized the peasant women to 
aid them and gave the world an 
idea which has united 20,000,000 
persons in 56 nations under the 
banner of the Red Cross. 

In five years, related Mrs. Ham- 
mar, the Treaty of Geneva created 
the International Red Cross, and 
six years later Clara Barton saw 
its work in the Franco-Prussian 
War and returned to the United 
States with the conviction that this 
nation should sign the treaty. In 
1881 she succeeded in interesting 
President Garfield and the Ameri- 
can National Association of the 
Red Cross was incorporated. In 
the following year, after President 
Garfield’s assassination, President 
Arthur signed the treaty, and in 
1905 Congress gave the American 
Red Cross its present charter.

Numerous Protests. 

Numerous protests had beén re- 
ceived by the Governor from mem- 
bers of the House of Representa- 
tives and the Automobile Club of 
Missouri against the bill requiring 
installation of the patented certi- 
ficate of ownership on all auto- 
mobiles using Missouri highways.

The largest guarantee fund and

Each local area is self-sufficient. A 
mechanical culture, such as ours, has no 
corresponding economic stability if allowed 
to drift with the winds of free competi- 
tion and the unlimited pursuit of private 
profit. A million cogwheels must mesh if 
food, shelter and clothing are to be ob- 
tained. Today a great fraction of the gears 
are out of order. 

In these circumstances it is the conten- 
tion of reasonable men that if we are to 
elect a mechanical civilization—and we 
have so voted—we have got to control it. 
This means centralized planning; the same 
procedure for the economic region, the na- 
tion, perhaps the whole continent, which an 
efficient manufacturer employs in his own 
office, whereby he organizes his shop and 
correlates production schedules to probable 
demand. We must make the cogwheels 
mesh—or else retreat, after a frightful cat- 
aclysm, to the stability of the handicraft 
age. Russia today is carrying on a mag- 
nificent experiment in the purposeful con- 
trol of the machine. We of the West must 
follow with experiments of our own, and

Shortly after the turn of the century it 
became apparent that free competition was 
unworkable without extensive modifications. 
The doctrine, hitherto seditious, of certain 
ir.dustries being “affected with a public in- 
terest,’” made hideous inroads into the cor- 
pus Of laissez faire, taking tangible shape 
in government commissions to regulate rail- 
ways, telephone, water, 
subways, electric power. In these develop- 
ments, despite their utter lack of correla- 
tion, we see clearly enough the desire, nay, 
the stark necessity, of substituting control 
for aimless drift.

plan. 

These movements paled into insignifi- 
cance before the machinery set in operation 
by the World War.

Meanwhile the drive toward industrial 
co-ordination—as distinguished from master 
planning—has accelerated steadily in the 
past decade. Its chief manifestation in the 
United States has been the merger miove- 
ment, Lately the gentlemen engaged in 
furnishing us with raw resources are mov- 
ing heaven, earth and the Sherman anti- 
trust law to secure unified contro] of the 
mining of coal, the production of oil, the 
output of sugar, copper, silver. rubber, 
zinc, or what you will. The idea of all 
these perspiring gentlemen, ag announced 
in the public prints, is to eliminate waste 
and overproduction by restricting supply to 
demand. Nothing could be more praise- 
worthy. The only question in these ar- 
rangements is whether output is not in 
danger of being ‘further restricted to what 
the traffic will bear. — 

Master planning means a geographical 
area large enough to cope with economic 
self-sufficiency, with due regard for the 
psychological considerations implicit in re- 
gional planning. It means that all essentia) 
industries are comprehended, and their tn- 
terrelations closely followed; failing which 
the problems of specialization cannot 
confronted. It means first a paper pro- 
gram, and then executive action clothed 
with more than advisory power. It prob- 
ably means the state—with as much co- 


operation from industry as the government: 


can secure. But there is no objection, save 
from embittered Marxists, to industry's

intelligence. 


Probably the most important feature of 
master planning is the orderly control of 
new investment. The Russian five-year 
plan turns on the allotment of capital] to 
new enterprises. This is what balanced 
economy means. Just enough coal mines 
and iron mines to supply the steel industry: 
just enough blast furnaces to supply the 
rails, structura] shapes, tractors and pitch. 
forks that the plan calls for, year by year. 

Russia, of course, has the great advantage 
of starting from scratch. She had no in- 
dustrial structure worthy of the name to 
scrap or remodel; hers was a handicraft 
economy. In Western civilization we have 
ever jammed our mills down where labor 
could be most ruthlessly exploited, on the

money which they print and pay 
for labor and material. 

“All over Russia you see con- 
structive work, water, light and 
power plants, homes for old people, 
hospitals, recreation centers, new 
factories. When they build a wool- 
en factory, or a tractor factory, 
that doesn’t mean that they will 
turn out goods equal in quantity 
or quality to such a factory in this 
country. They have much to learn, 
and it will take them a period of 
years. But they are moving in a 
constructive direction. . 

“The question for us, as to the 
five-year program, is what part we 
should take. We are suffering for 
buyers. The war wrecked the buy- 
ing power of the world. Where 
shall we look—to Sahara, to China, 
to India, or to Russia, trying to 
raise its standard from a point now 
so low that the growth will take 
an indefinite time? 

Hatred Gets No Results. 

“Merely to look on the Russian 
experiment in silence is not con- 
structivenes son our part—it will 
produce destructive results. Hatred, 
and an offensive attitude, will get 
us nowhere. It will postpone their 
return to the capitalistic basis 
which we consider normal.” 

Col. Cooper then told of the 
losses and sacrifices of Russia in 
the war, and speculated on what 
would have happened if Russia had 
not for nearly three years kept 
nearly one-half of the forces of the 
Central Powers engaged on the 
east front. é 

“The American-Russian Chamber 
of Commerce in New York, of 
which I am president, with about 
135 members, has interested itself 
in American trade with Russia, 
which was running about $180,000,- 
000 a year. We found that trade 
being destroyed, and the chief 
agencies destroying it were the 
Whalen letters, proven to be fraud- 
ulent, and the Fish committee's at- 
tempt to show that Russia was 
carrying on subversive propaganda 
here, The committee was all wrong 
and if you read its report you will 
find that it admitted it was wrong, 
but it cost us about 27,000,000 
business.

Cauliflower Au Gratin. 

For a medium-sized cauliflower 
use five tablespoons butter, one 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
white pepper, one cup cooked 
fresh or canned mushrooms, three- 
fourths cup thin white sauce, one- 
half cup cheese, one-half cup of 
bread crumbs. 

Wash and separate cauliflower 
into flowerets. Drop into boiling 
water barely to cover and simmer 
gently 15 to 20 minutes, Drain and 
place in casserole; dot with butter 
and sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Stir cooked mushrooms into white 
sauce; pour over cauliflower, 
sprinkle with grated cheese, then 
with buttered bread crumbs and 
bake in slow oven (300 degrees) 
15 minutes.

Soak one and one-half cups stale 
breadcrumbs in one and one-half 
cups sealded milk and two table- 
spoonfuls melted shortening until 
they are soft. Add two eggs well 
beaten; add one-half cup flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt and four tea- 
spoonfuls baking powder, mixed 
and sifted. Bake on a hot, greased 
griddle. The cakes are very tender 


and should be turned carefully.

SHORTCAKE RECIPES 
FROM BOTH SCHOOLS 


Strawberry Shortcake of the 
Biscuit Variety and the 
~Sweet Cake Kind. 


Each year about this time there 
are echoes of that much-discussed 
question of what constitutes a real 
strawberry shortcake, ‘“‘There is 


no question,” say the adherents of 
each school, for making both kinds 
—the old-fashioned biscuit variety 
and the sweet cake batter kind. 
Each recipe is for shortcake for 
two or three portions; those who 
wish larger amounts need only to 
double or triple the measurements 
given. : 
Biscuit Style Shortcake. 

Sift one cup flour with one-quar- 
ter teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
sugar and two teaspoons baking 
powder. Rub in three tablespoons 
shortening, using butter or any of 
the preferred cooking fats. When 
the mixture is well blended, add a 
few grains nutmeg, one well-beaten 
egg yolk and about two tablespooiis 
milk or enough to make a soft 
dough. urn out on a 4\Ilightly 
board and pat to one-half inch 
thickness. Shape into two biscuits 
and place on a greased baking pan. 
Bake in a hot oven for 10 to 12 
minutes. Remove from the oven, 
cool slightly and split. Butter 
lightly and spread a thick layer of 
sugared, halved strawberries  be- 
tween and on top of each biscuit. 


sired. 
To prepare the berries, wash one 
pint ripe ones, hull and cut in half, 
reserving a few of the largest ones 
for garnishing. Sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar, using from one-third 
to one-half cup and let, stand in a 
warmish place for at least half an 
hour so that some of the juice may 
be drawn out. 
to prepare the berries before mix- 
ing the shortcake. Raspberries, 
blackberries, peaches, oranges, etc., 
may all be used in the same way. 
Cake Style Shortcake. 
There are two ways of making 
this, using either regular layer 
cake recipe or sponge layers. In 
either case batter for one layer is 
ample for two or three servings. 


Tor sponge layer use this recipe: 
| Beat the yolks of two eggs until 
light, add gradually one-third cup 
| sugar and beat until very creamy. 
|Next stir in one and one-half tea- 
| spoons cold water and one teaspoon 
'lemon juice. Sift one-half cup 
iflour twice, add one-half teaspoon 
baking powder and a few grains 
of salt and sift again. Stir into the 
egg mixture and when blended fo!d 
in the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs. Pour into a lightly greased 
medium sized layer cake pan and 
| bake in a moderate oven—5375 de- 
| grees—for 15 minutes. Invert

For layer cake mixture cream 
together one-fourth cup butter, or 
any preferred shortening, and one- 
half cup sugar. When smooth and 
creamy, add one egg and beat until

Have cream well chilled before 
whipping and whip with a wire 
whisk or a dover egg beater until 
it begins to thicken. Add sugar 
to sweeten and continue whipping 
cautiously until it is just stiff 
enough to hold its shape. Whipped 
too long, it will separate or turn 
into butter. 


Tuna Fish Casserole. 

Butter bottom of casserole and 
cover with a layer of tuna fish 
broken in thin pieces, then a layer 
of broken soda crackers. Each 
layer should be about one-fourth 
inch deep. Alternate layers until 
casserole is filled, making the top 
layer of the broken crackers. Place 
several dots of butter on top and 
season with black pepper (use no 
salt). Add sweet milk to cover all 
but the top layer of crackers, place 
cover on dish, and bake in oven 
until the crackers are a_ golden 
brown. Sliced tomatoes are sug- 
gested as a side dish.

This is the season when the

variably a nice fat one. 

Queen Wilhelmina of the Nether- 
lands, for example, draws $480,000 
from her grateful sub- 
jects, with an extra $40,000 for 
maintenance of the royal palace. 
Gustav V of Sweden is paid $376,- 
000 a year, plus $84,000 for his ex- 
pense account. Haakon VII of 
Norway gets $182,000; Albert of 
Belgium gets $77,000 annually; 
Boris III of Bulgaria gets $25,000. 

Michael, the former boy King of 
Rumania, drew $425,000 a year 
when he was only five. And Hiro- 
hito, Emperor of the Japanese, gets 
the snug salary of $2,205,000 a 
year. 

Thus the ordinary King can lay 
something by for emergencies, Ab- 


dication, consequently, seldom 
means anything more than the loss 
of salutes and fancy ceremonials. 
It almost never means anything 
even approaching poverty. | 

Alfonso of Spain was the most 
recent European monarch to lose 
his throne. His case is typical of 
such occurrences. 

* * * 
EING a shrewd business man, 
B Alfonso realized some time ago 
being a King nowadays is a 

job with an _ uncertain future. 
Hence, for more than a decade, he 
has been putting his spare cash 
where it would do the most good, 
buying heavily in sound Spanish 
stocks. Today he has. extensive 
holdings in the Madrid subway and 
telephone companies and in a num- 
ber of Spanish railroad lines. When 
the Spanish telephone system went 
into private hands, Alfonso is said 
to have received more than $1,- 
000,000, which he sent to France. 

On top of this, he bought heavily 
of American securities a few years 
ago. When Alexander Moore was 


American Ambassador at Madrid, 
he is said to have acted as Alfon- 
so’s unofficial advisor in regard to 


investments in Wall street. 

Hence, when the crash came, AI- 
fonso was all fixed—with three or 
four million dollars on deposit in 
various French and English banks, 
in addition to his security . hold- 
ings. Incidentally, when the royal 
family left for France, Queen Vic- 
toria curried with her her private 
jewels, valued at $500,00U. 

So when Alfonso got to France 
he was able to rent a suite of 28 
rooms at the Hotel Meurice in 
Paris, paying at the rate of $600 a 
day. To be sure, he was mo- 
mentarily pinched for cash. He 
had taken $20,000 with him, but 
it didn’t last long, what with the 
aristocratic but Impoverished Span- 
ish exiles who loyally hurried to 
the hotel to borrow money from 
their deposed monarch. However, 
Alfonso had no difficulty at all in 
floating a loan from the banks. He 
is an excellent risk. 

* . * 

ILHELM HII, the former 
W Hohenzollern Emperor, does 

not have a privy purse any 
more, but his pocketbook is heavi- 
er since he has gone into exe at 
PDoorn, Holland, than it was before. 
He remains the richest German, 
either in Germany, or out of it. 
His total wealth is computed any- 
where from 150,000,000 marks“to 
250,000,000 marks. Before the war 
it was placed at 140,000,000. 

Hundreds of people still work for 
the former Kaiser on his estates in 
Germany. 

At the time that Kaiser Wilhelm 
was exiled he had an estate at 
Kadinen on which he had estab- 
lished kilns for the produetion of 
pottery which he retailed at big 
prices at shops: which he main- 
tained at Berlin, Frankfort and 
other cities. 

Monsigneur le Duc de Guise, who 
would be King of France if the 
French had a King, has so much 
money tnat he spent $1,000,000 on 
his son’s wedding the other day, 

His son, Prince Henry, Count of 
Paris and Dauphin of France, mar- 
ried into a ‘dethroned royal family, 
too.

cess of Orleans-Braganza, his third| 
cousin, and a descendant of the, 
Emperor Dom Pedro II, of Brazil.

The Drinker Respirator 


N the administration of artifi- 
[cia respiration, the Drinker res- 

pirator closely imitates the func- 
tions of the normal human breath- 
ing apparatus. 

The respirator consists of a 
metal tank in which is placed a 
comfortable bed. The patient is 
placed within the tank, his head 
protruding. Around his neck there 
is a rubver cover so that the in- 
side of the tank becomes 4air- 
tight. 

By the use of electrically driven 
blowers which makes the pressure 
on the inside of the tank greater 
than the pressure outside, the 
patient is made to exhale. By re- 
versing this process, he is made to 
inhale. This alternation closely ap- 
proximates the mechanism by 
which we normally breathe. 

While the patient is in the tank 
he can eat, drink and sleep. He 
can be kept in the respirator for 
weeks at a time. His position can 
be changed so as to prevent pres- 
sure sores. 

The Drinker respirator has been 
tried out in a number of hospitals. 
It has been applied to cases of in- 
fantile paralysis suffering from in- 


‘volvement of the breathing muscles 


and to cases of gas poisoning, drug 
poisoning, alcoholism as well as in 
asphyxiation of the new-born. 

In many of these cases it has 
shown itself to be a true life-sSaver. 

Particularly dramatic has becn 
the application of this machine in 
of infantile paralysis 
cases.

A little later the royal family, 
realizing that it must have money, 
decided to sacrifice some of the 
jewels. The Empress gained per- 
mission to go into Switzerland. But 
when she arrived she learned that 
the treasure was gone. Emperor 
Charles didn’t live very long after 
that. 

If the Romanoff family, who 
ruled Russia before it was a re- 
public, had been able to escape, 
the Czar, his wife and daughters 
would have had $500,000 to sup- 
port them.

™ WASHINGTON, May 22.—The 
American Red Cross last night cele- 
brated its golden jubilee with 


slice of an enormous white-iced 


cross and 60 gleaming. candles. 
Never before had the organization 
appeared before the American pub- 
‘lic in festive mood. 

A red cross made ethereal by 
an oval-framing of light was kack- 


gay with bouquets in the Red 
Cross colors, and with flags of all 
nations, loaned by the embassies 
and legations, as their share in the 
celebration. 

Nurses whose coifs have come to 
symbolize “the world’s . greatest 
mother’”’ in her role of ministration 
to the stffering gave smiling wel- 
come to 800 guests from more than 
50 nations, and from every portion 
of the United States. They were 
ambassadors, diplomats, interna- 
tional jurists, Cabinet officers, 
financiers, all identified with the 
work of the Red Cross. 

It Belongs to the People, 

In that setting was told the 
story of how Clara Barton gath- 
ered a few friends about her in her 
Washington home, May 21, 1881, 
and formed the Red Cross Society. 

“A chief glory and pride of the 
American democracy,” President 
Hoover said of the organization, 
“it belongs to the people them- 
selves. It is a living embodiment 
of their heart and soul. It has 
lived and grown because it is a 
natural outgrowth of their spiritual 
impulse.” 

“It is the finest and most ef- 
fective expression of the-American 
heart,” said Chief Justice Hughes, 
who presided. “It knows no par- 
tisanship. In the perfection of its 
co-operation, there’ is no blemish 
of distinctions by reason of race or 
creed or political philosophy.’ 

Some Other Tributes. . 

“Sinee the day of its origin, the 
Red Cross has meant relief to suf- 
fering friends and to suffering ene- 
mies alike,” said Judge Max Huber 
of Zurich, Switzerland, president of 
the International Committee of the 
Red Cross. “This goes beyond soli- 
darity, this demands abnegation.” 

“Conquest of life from devasta- 
tion, destruction and despair,” was 
the characterization by Miss Mabel 
Boardman, secretary. “The Red 
Cross has gone with healing in its 
wings, carrying to suffering multi- 
tudes the. help so willingly given 
by their fellow men.” 

“Whenever you read a newspaper 
account of disaster anywhere, you 
may know the Red Cross is reach- 
ing ‘out a helping hand,” Judge 
Barton Payne, chairman, put it. 

These speakers in succession de- 
scribed the inception of the Red 
Cross idea in Switzerland, its com- 
ing to America in the aggressive 
person of Clara Barton, its spread 
to 3500 chapters, its work in war 
and peace. Nor did they neglect to 
answer criticisms in the most re-

Huber visioned its future in spread- 
ing the cause of peace, but said its 
war function must continue so long 
as nations arm. 

Only Three Survivors. 

Onty three survivors of 50 years 
azo remained to share with the 
organization its golden jubilee, 
Each, however, typified a phdse of 
Red Cross character—Mrs.. Peiér 
Voorhees De Graw of Washington, 
member of the initial national so- 
ciety; Dr. Benjamin P. Andrews of 
Dansville, N. Y., member of the 
first “local chapter,” and Maj. 
James McDowell of Washington, 
pioneer relief workcr. 

At hundreds of concurrent ban- 
quets in Red Cross chapters 
throughout the counfry, golden. ju- 
bilators shared by 1adio the spirit 
of the occasion. ‘But they didn't 
get to see the large iNuminated 
birthday cake enter the darkened 
bancuet hall, nor the précession 
of 69 smaller birthday cakes, each 
with its circle of cman candles;

In his address the President 
said: “Clara Barton did not look 
to Government for support. of her 
work.

She depended 
upon the instant response of. the 
individual human heart to finance

the flexibility and freedom .of pri- 
vate initiative in her work..’
